GERMANISING 
POLAND 


Latest Move By Nazis 

LONDON, Aug. 29 (Reuter). 
—Following the recent act of 
Incorporation into the Reich of 
the “Government -General in 
Warsaw,” the German authori- 
ties immediately inaugurated an 
Intensive Germanisation cam- 
paign, according to reliably in- 
formation reaching London, says 
“Reuter'’s” diplomatle — corres- 
pondent. 

One of thetr first onuctments was 
an order that all main public squares 
and thoroughfares In the incorporated 
territory should be resumed after 
Hitler,

HE United States foreign 
policy must be forthright 
and clear. 


Although the country 
generally agrees thot its 
sons should not be sent to 
fight on the battlefields of 
Europe, the outcome of the 
war is of vital interest to 
America. We have nothing 
to fear from a victory of the 
Democracies, but we shall 
be less secure if the totali- 
tarian powers oxtend their 
domination over lands near- 
er our borders. 

Qn behalf of our own 
peace and security and our 
own spiritual values, wo 
should give to the Democra- 
cies such assistance as we 
can, short of war. 

I believe we should ask 
Britain openly what help, 
short of troops, the Ameri- 
can peoplo can give in tho 
war crisis. 

It is clear England con- 
stitutes our first line of de- 
fence against Hitler. If any- 
body is going to stop Hitler 
from further aggression, she 
is. the one that will do it. 

Just putting the matter in 
the most selfish light, if 
Britain licks Hitler now we 
may be saved billions of 
dollars, billions of tons of 
armaments, and billions of 
hours of wasted and un- 
fruitful work. 

It must, therefore, be to 
our advantage to help them 
in every way we can short 
of declaring war.

Troubled Waters 


The “New York Times” 
usually extremely well informed, 
recently declared that “the refusal 
of General Metaxas to renounce the 
British gunrantee to Greece Is the 
first note of confidence that the 
British have bad for a long time.” 
The paper added—and {t fs worth 
quoting--"This unexpected deflance 
by the weakest of the Balkan States 
signifies two things: the welght of 
British sq power in the Eustern 
Mediterranean and the intention of 
Britain to maintain her position in 
that area, which may turn out to 
Ye the major batllefeld of the war.” 

While we would not venture to 
prophesy on the future of the 
eustern’ Mediterranean, nor would 
we dore say that the “major battle” 
will be in that purt of the world, 
there is every indication that the 
shadow of war is lowering percepti- 
bly over the Enstern Mediterranean. 

Germany seems to hove succeeded 
to some extent in persuading Ru- 
mania into giving ber Balkan nelgh- 
bours © considerable portion of her 
own territury, It in true that there 
is “many a sip ‘twixt the cup and 
the lip’, and the Hungaro-Rumanian 
negoulations over Transylvania have 
so far not run too smoothly. It Is 
stated in this connection that the 
Rumanian delegation js headed by 
the ex-Premicr, M. Valerian Pop, 
who recently . declared himself 
strongly oguinst any attempt elther 
“tw deliver up the Rumantians in 
Transylvanin to forelgn domination 
or impalr the politlcal unity of Ru- 
wmania't.

TANKS are dependent on petrol. 
The German armoured  forma- 
tions were able to keep: going on 
the fuel stocks they found dehind 
the Allied lines, We must ensure 
in good time that they are unable 
to do this in England. We must 
drastically reduce the number of 
petrol-pumps, especially in isolated 
positions, und take steps to make 
certain that no suppiles can fall Into 
the enemy's hands, even if this cn- 
talls some inconvenience to our 
civilinn motorists meanwhile. 

When invasion takes place, small 
bodics of enemy tanks and motorised 
troops will probably succeed in 
pushing tnland, perhaps to constder- 
able distances.

Japanese In Singapore 


Oppese To 


Expansion

(UP)—Japanese living in 


Singapore and the Malay peninsula have turned “thumbs 


down” on the “southward expansion” 


of the Konoye 


government in the belief that it may not have such a 
“stabilizing” effect as Japanese statements indicate. 


Japanese spokesmen here of 
the prosperous business and 
merchant classes indicated their 
anxiety’ to maintain peaceful 
and scttled conditions of the 
present basis after having wea- 
thered the storm of the anti- 
Japanese boycott unofficially im- 
posed by Malayan Chinese. 

Detention by the police of Ishira 
Kobayashi, manager of Eastern News, 
a Japanese propaganda organization 
and Singapore correspondent of 
Dome! (Japanese) News agency, 
created nervousness among Japancse 
quarters here, but the tension appar- 
ently has died down. . 

w-Abiding Reputation 

Japanese quarters pointed out that 
their community, numbering about 
3,000 has the reputation of being law- 
abiding. In the past, any . action 
taken against Japanese by the police 
has been mofe or less directed against 
Japanese who were visiting the island 
“on holiday” or in transit from one 
country to another, Only occasion- 
ally during the past five or six years 
have well-known local Japanese re- 
sidents been affected. Occasionally, 
well-known businessmen have been 
refused visas to return to Slrgyapore 
after visiting Japan on holiday. 

Japanese have lived in Malaya for 
many years althoch jt is only since 
1920 that there has been any organ- 
ized effort to share in the mincral 
and agricultural prosperity. of .the 
country. The Ishora Sangyo Koshi 
company first began mining in Malaya 
for iron and manganese. The ‘first 
shipments from Johore was.in 1921 


‘{ and from the mines on: the ‘east const 


of Malaya in 1925. 


A former Japanese consul general 
In Singapore once admitted that the 
Jupanese community was regurded 
with uo certain omount of suspicion 
which he attributed to the fact that 
Japanese do not often mix socially 
with non-Japanese In the city. He 
thought they were tvv much inclined 
to keep to themsclves and urged his 
compatriots to join non-Japanese 
clubs. 

Control 2 Big fron Mines 

Although the principal Japanese 
business interests in Singapore are 
concerned with rubber, tin, copra, 
vegetable olls and shipping, Japanese 
companies control two big lron mines 
in the Malay peninsula. These mines 
produce a high-grade ore, Last yeur 
they exported about 2,000,000 tons of 
iron ore to Japan. 

Bauxite, the mineral from which 
aluminium 1s made, and which Js 
invaluable in aircraft production, Is 
also mined by Japanese. in the Malay 
peninsula, Japanese ulso own rubber 
estates but they buy additional rubber 
and all thelr tin requirements on the 
Open market. 

Although Malaya provides a profit- 
able market for Japanese manufac- 
tured goods, it is not an important 
market as the popuintion of the 
peninsula is only about 5,000,000. 
Java with a population of more than 
40,000,0000 is much more important 
in this respect.
